_ W. E. Lord was present and ad- 
dressed the Council on a few mat- 
ters he wished to lay beforg them. 
He spoke of certain legislation that 
might be added to the City Charter. 
For instance it might be well to 
have the Hospital Board elected by 
the people, just as Councillors are 
elected. It might be well to also 
have the Commissioners elected by 
the people instead of the Council.

New Post Office 
A LARGE AND REPRESENTATIVE MEETING OF 


- THE BOARD OF TRADE DEMAND JUSTICE AT ”

A very large and representative meeting of the Red Deer Board of Trade - 
was held in the City Hall on Monday evening last to receive the report of the 
Committee appointed to draw up a resolution to the Government regarding 
the new Post Office. : ; 

The committee brought in a comprehensive report recommending that the. 
Board of Trade ask the government to erect the new Post Office promised. 
before the war. ; 


Ang that the old Court House building be converted into a post office was a 


‘war time measure, but that now the war was over,*the government should’. » 


carry out its pledge to give Red Deer a new post office building worthy of the 
city. ° . 
The meeting was unanimous in its voice for this matter, and much discus- . 
sion took place ag to the many uses the old Lands’ Office building could be 
put to, and it was not necessary to haveit .dle for a minute. It was shown 
that while the Dominion Lands’ Office was closed in Red Deer for economy's 
sake, no economy was.the result, because the: staff employed in other places 
to transact Red Deer’s business _were paid higher salaries than they were 
‘here, while they could have done the business just as well here. Red Deer lost 
‘in every respect,.in families moving out and closing of business here, while 
ne government did ‘not economize to the smallest degree because it cost 
just as much to maintain the building, and the employees who were moved 
to other places to do the work of Red Deer office were given higher salaries. 

A deputation of the Great War Veterans’ Association, which was present, 
, Strongly favored the building of a new post office, as it would give a number 
of the returned veterans much needed employment at atime when they 
needed it the worst, and they contended the old Court House building should ce 
be used for government offices, They pointed out that the government will 
have a Labor Bureau representative in Red Deer ina very short time, and an 
office will be required for him, and they also contended the sub-agency of 
the Dominion Lands’ Office should be in this building. 

The President,. Vice-President, and Secretary were appointed a committee 
to draft a suitable memorial to the Minister of Public Works, the Postmaster 
General, to Dr. Michael Clark, and to Senator Michener, and that no action 
be taken with regard to the repairing of the old building or giving of tenders. 

The meeting was quite unanimous in its desire for a new Post Office, and 
that the -government should carry out its pledges given beforg the war, that 
thy would give us a new Post Office, and that the sum of $30,000 Wag actually 
passed in the estimates, and plans drawn up, and the foundation dug for the 
new building and yet they now want to drop the whole thing and fix up an 
old building which would be inadequate.in a very short time.

DEMOBILIZATION OF — 
CANADIAN FORCES 


GOVERNMENT WILL COMMENCE 
THIS ON. JANUARY 15, SAYS 
HOWARD STUTCHBURY 


Edmonton, Alta, Dec. 10.—How- 
ard’ Stutchbury, commissioner of the 
returned soldiers’ branch of the Al- 
berta government, who returned from 
Ottawa tonight, brings the informa- 
tion that January 16 ig the date set 
for. the demobilization of Canadian 
forces in Canada. ‘It is the intention 
of the government, says Mr. Stutch- 
bury, to demobilize from 20,000 to 25,- 
000 soldiers a month at the various 
dispersal stations. which have been 
established throughout the country. 
The nen, on arrival in Canada,. svill 
be carried on special trains, carrying 
5°09 men each, to the stationg selec- 
ted by tho soldiers. As far as ..0s- 
sible, all documentation will be done 
in England. - On arrival at a disper- 
‘sal station the men will be paraded 
before a serieg of officers, in order 
to expedite the process of demobili- 
zation to the. utmost.:. 

Rifles and milttary euutpment: will 
first be turned -in to the ordnance 
officer, the men retaining uniform 
‘and: shrapnel helmet. ** 

Through ‘the paymaster they will 
receive a cheque for ‘back pay, de- 
ferred. pay, clothing allowance, and 
one month’s post: discharge pay. 
From the O.C. of the ‘station they 
will receive discharge certificates. 
The employment officer will then 
give all information respecting em- 
ployment bureaus, opportunities for 
employment, etc. 

Men will then proceed to "their 
homes individually, receiving railway 
transportation, if “necessary, to des- 
tinations, and they will remain in 
barracks and draw _ rations while 
awaiting trains, if desired.

REMARKABLE FACTS

From the _ fountain of influenza, 
whose gusher days have _ passed, 
some noteworthy lessons have been 
learned and incontestably taken to 
heart. Some of the stubborn facts 
that are new are now worth record- 
ing and storing away ‘for another 
such “rainy day,” says Dr. Hirsch- 
berg, of John Hopkins University. 

The natural, normal, healthy  re- 
sistance of the strongest, most -fear- 
less individuals, soldiers, outdoor 
workers and vigorous, self-confident 
men was broken down swiftly by the 
germs of this pandemic influenza. 

The disease appears always to be 
caught and conveyed by contact with 
others who had it, which is entirely 


-[|the same with measleg and small- 


pox. 
The contagion is not air borne. 
Winds, rain, vapors, smoke and night 
air or sewer gas, though blamed, 
ve nothing to do with Spanish in 
fluenza. The disease is spread by 
contact and only by contact. 


STRANGE CHARACTERISTICS. 


The epidemic had ‘several strange 
characteristicg not before noted by 
doctors or bacteriologists. 

The disease is not the result alone 
of an invasion of the influenza germ, 
aut instead a@ double assault by both 
the influenza bacillus and the pneu- 
mococcus or the influenza bug and 
-the germ streptococcus hemolyticus. 

Ag one army surgeon, Major C. L. 
Mix, pointed out, it seems almost as 
if the influenza bacillus—discovered 
first in 1892 by Kitasato, a Japanese, 
‘and later Glaimed by-a German 
named Pfeiffer—and the pneumococ 
cus lived together like father and 
child in a, state of “symbiosis.” 

Unlike ordinary pneumonia, this 
pneumonia has no pleurisy, no pain 
in chest, no empyema or pus in the 
walls next to the lungs. 

Nose bleeding before the disease 
is fully present is common with the 
first stages of fever. This appears 
to be due to some interference with 
the passage of blood from the right 
side of the heart through the lungs 
and the damming back of the blood 
in the veing’ of the neck and face. 

The same thing accounts for the 
blue-black “cyanosis” of the many 
pneumonia victims of the scourge. 
The venous blood becomes checked 
and held back in the parts of the 
flesh, which cannot expose it, as the 
well lungs are able to do, to fresh 
air and oxygen. 

Red spots are frequently observed 
upon the backs of influenza patlonts 
with pneumonia. 


VACCINES SUCCESSFUL. 


Almost anything which diminishes 
the alkali naturally present in 
healthy human blood, augments the 
danger of germ diseases. It lowers 
the health of man’s fabric and al- 
lows bacteria to get an _ infective 
foothold. 

Exposure, too sharp, -guailon long 
or unexpected, such as to water, cold, 
strange food or too much of it; fa- 
tigue, starvation or gluttony lessen 
the alkalinity of the blood and thus 
invite some contagion or infection 
to implant itself in the system. ' 

And two of these’ factors are 
enough to put the soundest, boldest, 
best physique on a hospital cot in 
amazingly swift order. 

Vaccines made of killed influenza 
bacilli are now recognized as_ suc- 
cessful. The very fact that epidem- 
ic occurg a generation or so apart 
and attacks leave the individual im- 
mune for months or years’ shows 
that anti-influenza vaccines should 
be as triumphant as the anti-typhoid 
anti-smallpox and _  anti-rabies vac- 
cines.

The rescinding of that. order 
means only that the crisis is passed, 
and. conservation igs no longer neces- 
sary and, therefore, so far as the in- 
terests he represents are concerned, 
there is liberty to sell on the Lord’s 
Day. His action in no way affects 
nor can affect the Lord’s Day Act. 
Why, then, were Sunday sales per- 
mitted before the prohibition of the 
Fuel Controller? Because some 
authorities concerned in the enforce- 
ment of the Lord’s Day Act regarded 
the sale of gasoline on Sunday as 
necessary. We have had, however, 
new light upon the question. It has 
been demonstrated not gnly that it is 
unnecessary to sell on Sunday but 
that motorists could make provision 
for Monday by purchasing on Satur- 
day, and they did so provide. In 
other words, the case ig re-opened 
because new and convincing testi- 
mony is available. What .we and 
others have always believed is now 
proven. Thanks to the Fuel Con- 
troller, it has been made clear that 
it is no more necessary to sell gaso- 
line on Sunday than the food for man 
and beast required for that day. 

If this be the case then, Sunday 
saleg of gasoline are still illegal not- 
withstanding the rescinding of the 
Fuel Controller's order. 

Second: Under the ban, motorists 


discovered the possibilities of fore-| 


thought. They should not forget 
their lesson. They have learned that 
the alleged necessity wag not abso- 
lute but avoidable; that it was per- 
fectly simple to purchase on Satur- 
day the quantity required for Sunday.

Of course, if “please” doeg not ac- 
complish results, “must” then takes 
its place. There is the law. Its 
majesty must be upheld and the right 
of employees and the community to 
their day of rest be fully vindicated.

This ig a splendid opportunity for 
seller and buyer to show themselves 
magnanimous and by combining to 
discontinue this form of unnecessary 
Sunday trade.

$1,290,000,000 WILL BE CANADA'S 
WAR EXPENSES 


Particulars of Canada’s War Expen- 
diture Forwarded to Premier 
Borden—Also Other Damages 


Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 8—The minister 
of finance has forwarded to Sir Rob- 
ert Borden full particularg as to the 
war expenditure of Canada and as to 
the annual pension burden which 
will result from the war. The total 
expenditure of Canada is estimated 
at one billion and sixty-eight million 
dollarg to November 30. To March 
31 next, it is estimated at one billion 
two hundred and ninety millions. To 
this estimate should be added the 
amount of war outlay, which will: be 
incurred after March 31, 1919, which 
may exceed three hundred million 
dollars. The pension load is estim- 
ated at thirty million dollars per year 
and probably more. Canada’s net 
debt at March 31, 1914, was three 
hundred and thirty-six millions. The 
net debt i») March 31, 1919, igs eati- 
meted at one billion and a half. 

In aadition to the above, Canaca 
will have claims for indirect 
or consequential damage as well as 
those arising out of the raids of Ger- 
man submarines upon Canadian fish- 
ing vessels.

Dominion police will be increased in 
strength although there has been a 
proposal to extend the famous red- 
coated force to the whole of Canada. 
This may be decided later. 


BACK FROM FRANCE. 


The force, which now consists of 
only some 500 men, will be increased 
to 2,500 men. There are two squad- 


“irons of the Mounted Police in France 


consisting of 740 men. They will be 
added to the home force. There are 
also 180 men in Siberia. These, with 
ex-mounted policemen who are anx- 
fous to return, will likely bring the 
force up to strength. ¢ , 
The headquarters of the whole 
force will continue to be in ‘Regina. 
There will also be posts at Port Ar- 
thur, Winnipeg, Nelson, Vancouver 
and other points. Commissioner 
Perry will remain in Canada. Since 
the war there have been a few police 
doing boundary patrol work in Man- 
itoba and in the British Columbia 
mines, but now they will continuc the 
work they have formerly carried on 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta only.

ATTRACT GREAT crowns, As 
WITH BAGPIPES SKIRLING,’ THEY

Cologne, Dec. 9.—British «troops 
were in possession of all the, great 
bridgeheads across the Rhine at Col- 
e, a8 a result of the sudden and 
unexpected. withdrawal of German 
sentries from the eastern end ‘of the 
crossings during the ntght; British 
soldiers were patrolling two-thirds 
of each bridge,:-while the Germans 
were keeping ‘their beatg on the re- 
maining third. About 10 o’clock on 
Saturday night it wag noticed’ that 
the Germans had disappeared, and 
investigation “showed they had de- 
parted, presumably to join the’ reti- 
ring Teuton army, In going, the 
Germans cut. the electric’ wires © in 
the towers on their end of the bridge 
leaving the eastern side in darkness. 
There was no other reason for this, 
according to army officers, than to 
cause annoyance to thg British, “if 
possible. The‘ arrival of Scottish in- 
fantry in the. city late today caused 
the greatest’.excitement among the 
population, as the -kiltles swung 
through the streets behind their bag- 
pipe band. Thousands of people 
collected to see strange soldiers. in 
skirts, of whom Cologne had heard 
with unbelieving. ears. So eagerly 
did the people: press forward that‘at 
times: traffic was practically stopped. 
Certainly fora moment the crowds 
came ag near forgetting their hatred 
of the Allies as they had at any time 
in four years, for the Highlanders 
made a great hit, and drew a smile 
to many a hard face 

While feeling grieved over being 
fs still 
exhibiting a keen interest in - the 
proceedings of the troops of occupa- 
tion. Today’ being Sunday, : thous- 
ands of the people dressed in their 
holiday best, thronged ‘the _ streets, 
and, wherever officers or soldiers ap- 
‘peared, there one would see great 
crowds of civilians eager to get their 
first glimpse of the men in khaki.

COMMITTED ON CHARGE 
OF EXTORTION 


Unique Case f eed Rocky 
Mountain House 


A case of more than usyal interest 

had its preliminary hearing before Mr. 
Joseph Wallace, J.P., at Red Deer on 
Tuesday afternoon when Mr. Jack 
Davis, of Rocky Mountain House, wag 
committed for trial on a charge of 
extortion laid by Mr. Arthur Young, 
of the same locality. The accused was 
released on bail of $2,Q00 of himself, 
and two surities of $1,000 each,’ ‘Mr, 
Rissell appeared for the complainant, 
and Mr. Payne for accused. 
- According to the complainant’s 
story, as corroborated by his father and 
his wife, he was first warned by, his 
father on October 4 that he was going 
to be accused of haying shot and killed 
a certain mare belonging to Davisand, 
he 
decided to interview Davis ‘himself 
with a view to settlement,. if possible. 
The three went to the house. of 
Mr. Percy Pearson, and had Pearson 
go and bring Davis over to Pearson's 
house. 'Davis declared that, if it was 
not:for the sake of his'wife and child, 
"he would not care if Young got twenty 
years in the penitentiary, but, under 
these circumstances, he would accept 
a& settlement. Young told Davis that 
he had certain hay and other feed 
which’ Davis refused to take, and de- 
manded $75 in cash, and certain oat 
sheaves which Young had on his quar- 
ter section. Young put a valuation on 
his oat sheaves at which valuation 
Davis was unwilling ta take them, of- 
fering at the same time to take them 
at a lesser valuation to that put on 
them by Young, and it is alleged by 
the prosecutor, that Davis threatened 
Young that, if he did not settle on 
Davis' terms,he would go into Rocky 
Mountain House and lay information 
against him. Young then made settle- 
ment on Davis’ terms, under which -he 
was compelled to pay the sum of $80 
in cash and to deliver ‘oat sheaves 
which Young valued at~ 3560. The 
price set by Davis was’'$140—3c. per 
sheaf for 2,000 large sheaves, and ‘2c. 
per, sheaf for 4000 smajl'jsheaves, the 
difference being in the length of the 
str: Young had sold-some of the 
sheaves at 7 cents, and valued the 
larger ones at 10 cents. 7At the settle- 
ment, Davis gave Young strict in- 
structions to start hauling the sheaves 
to Davis’ place the followjng morning, 
and, on the following morning, before 
Young was out of bed, Davis called at 
Young's house and threftened that, if 
he did not haul two loads & day every 
day until the sheaves re fully de- 
lvered, he would lay the information 
against him. Young ard his father 
hauled four or five lo@is; a day to 
Davis’ until the lot wag. yfaken over, 

On cross examinatiof::, of Robert 
Young, the ‘father, by ‘Mr. Payne, it 
was stated that Mr. B. YW. Allen, J.P., 
of Rocky Mountain Hoi! e, had ap- 
proached him on Octobe 8 and told 
him that there was ‘b:-strong case 
against Arthur for shooting the horse, 
that he was likely to get/five years in 
the penitentiary if the case was proven 
against him, and he had. better advise 
his son to make settlement with 
Davis or sk{p the country. Mr. Allen 
had also offered to loan him his horses 
to go over to his son’s;--On this ad- 
vice Mr. Young told hig:: fon, who de- 
clared his innocence of: the shooting 
of the horse, that he had better settle 
if he could and not risk the chance of 
beirg convicted. The father admitted 
‘that he was very alarmed'for his son’s 
safety when he left Mr. Allen. Evidence 
was also given by Mr. Robt. Young as 
to conversations he had'thad with Mr. 
J. D. Skinner, who way also dealing 
with Davis, in which Mr, Skinner pro- 
fessed to be active with the authorities 
on Mr. Arthur Young’s Yehalf in order 
to stifle a prosecution. He told him, 
the father said, that he had tele- 
phoned in from the pace: next Red 
Deer and stopped the pgjice from com- | 
ing out; a plain clothes;'n an was just: 
stepping into his eto en Mr, Skin- 
ner’s message came. Thid elder Young 
told of: subsequent sécrpt conversation 
with Mr. Allen, who appeared anxious 
to know what Mr. Skinner was saying 
and doing in the case, —’” 

The horse shot was valued at $225 by 
Davis. It was found gead on Birt's 
place, adjoining Young*s; Young ad- 
mitted that Davis’ horgd had broken 
into his crop several times, and that he 
had warned Davis to Keep his horse 
away or he would complain to the 
police. Three bullet holeg in a three- 
{neh circle were found in the horse's

Office building as a post office. 

If thig idea is allowed to be car- 
‘yled out it will be the greatest out- 
‘rage ever perpetrated on the people 
“of Red Deer. 

It will be remembered that some 
of our citizens committed them- 
‘selves to this scheme some time ago, 


last for years. The writer at that time 
strongly opposed the idea, claiming 
that not a single dollar would be 
spent on public works until the war 


might wait, and instead of giving us 
the new post office promised us, and 
for which plang were drawn up and 
a $30,000 appropriation passed by 
parliament, they might try to palm 
off this old make chift building, which 
would hardly accommodate the grow- 
ing ‘business of the Red Deer office, 
and would be far too small four years 
hence. 

That is just what has happened. 

On Monday evening the Board of 
Trade voted unanimously for a new 
post office, and gent a strongly word- 
ed resolution to the government on 
the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Calder said only a few 
days ago that this was to be a great 
period of reconstruction. He _ said 
that all public buildings and public 
works arranged for before the war, 
and laid over because of the war, 
were- going to be carried out now. 

Red Deer expects that these prom- 
iseg will be fulfilled. 

She expects the government to 
carry out its pledges. Four thous- 
and young men of all classes of work- 

~men will come back to Red Deer 
district almost at once, and it is the 
duty of the government to help us 
to provide work for them. A new 
post office would be a good start. 
Our brick yard could provide the 
brick, and our lumber yards the mat- 
erial, and they would all want men. 

The claim ig made that the old 
Lands office should not be allowed 
to stand idle, and we agree with that 
contention. 

The government closed the Domin- 
ion Lands agency here when they 
could absolutely have run it with the 
same staff they have doing the work 
now in Calgary, Edmonton and Red 
Deer, and the citizens of thig dis- 
trict have been put to the greatest 
trouble by the closing of the office, 
and the city materially suffered. 

A sub-agency wag opened here, 
and the government should have 
given the agent, R.C.P. Gee, a room 
in the Laad office building for an 
office, instead of that, although he 
got a salary of only $75 a month, he 
hag to rent his own office, heat it and 
light it himself. This seems absurd. 

Then the Dominion government 
has made Red Deer one of the points 
at which a labor bureau will be es- 
tablished in a few days, and an 
office will have to ke provided for 
that gentleman. What better place 
than the building owned by the Dom- 
inion government? 

We contend every part of the old 
Lands offiry, building could be used 
by Dominion officials in Red Deer, 
and that is what it should be used 
for insteai of making them hurt all 
over the city for quarters, and gu to 
the expense of converting an old 
luilding into a post office that will 
be entirely inadequate for the re- 
quirements for which it was fixed op 
in a very few years.

' BECOMING MODESTY. 


Time was when other nations were 
accustomed to view with a certain 
amount of good natured tolerance 
the boastful attitude asoumed id 
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many of the politicians and news- 
paperg of the United States when 
the American eagle sought occasion 
to flap its wings and emit a scream 
of exultation or deflance. But time 
has changed all that. Nothing’ is 
more becoming to the great republic 
than the modest appraisal which its 
presg and people set upon their: 
splendid war efforts, and no recent 
utterance from President Wilson was 
tinged with more restraint and dig- 
nity than was manifested in hig re- 
cent address to Congress when he 
said: 

“It was the privilege of our people 
to enter it (the war) at its most 
critical juncture and in such force as 
to contribute, in a way of which we 
are deeply proud, to the great’ re- 
sult.” 

This is indeed a modest estimate 
of the magnificent achievement of 
the United States in the war, Into 
every department of military and in- 
dustrial activity the American peo- 
ple have thrown «themselves with 
singular devotion since the great de- 
cision was taken. And there is no 
discounting the fact that, in the cir- 
cumstances created by the collapse 
of Russia after the revolution, the 
war must have been long, tedious 


and exhausting to the last degree]. 


but for the intervention of the Unit- 
ed States and the wholehearted na- 
ture of their co-operation. 

When hostilities ceased the United 
States army had already a. total 
strength of 3,764,677 men, of whom 
2,200,000 had gone across to France 
Italy or Russia.. That in itself is a 
remarkable record. But the work 
actually performed by the American 
troops in France, from their first 
notable victory at Chateau-Thierry 
until they entered Sedan: and sealed 
the fate of the German armies, was 
fa kinl to justify tha American 
people in feeling the utmost pride in 
their citizen soldiery. 


In keeping with the fine sentiment! 


expressed by the President is the’ 
tone displayed by many of the ‘lead- 
ng American papers in discussing 
the situation now confronting the 
people of the United States. The fol- 
towing editorial from a recent issue 
of the Idaho Statesman is typical. of 
this viewpoint. The-Statesman says: 

“How are the American people 
going to face the new day?” 

“The United States ig now in the 
position. of a victor without having’ 
won the war, without having earned’ 
victory and peace as England and 
France, Italy and Belgium have 
earned those things. Russia, too, 
has earned peace, and that eventual 
resurrection that will bring her back 
to law and order and a _ conscious 
national existence. Germany, per- 
haps, has bled and suffered enough 
to teach her that regeneration is es- 
sential to re-admission into the fam- 
ily of nations. 

“The United States alone of all of 
the great nations involved in the war 
has escaped without great sufferings 
or great losses. Things too easily 
attained are never valued as greatly 
as those which have cost long months 
or years of toil and effort, sacrifice 
and suffering. 

“General Pershing and other Amer- 
ican generals in France have repeat- 
edly urged the American people not 
to embarrass the men in our army 
and navy by over-boastfulness. They 
have pointed out that we are to en- 
joy a safety and a peace attained, 
in great part, by the millions of our 
allies who suffered and died during, 
the years when we maintained an at- 
titude of cold neutrality. 


“Our soldiers and sailors, and the] - 


mothers of our soldiers and sailors, 
have known what war really means, 
but to millions of Americang the war 
has brought fat profits and fat pay 
checkg instead of suffering and sac- 
rifice. 

A difficult day is at hand—a day 
of readjustment and re-arrangement 
that will bring many _ serious pro- 
blems to the fore. The peoples of 
the nations that have been our allies 
have paid so tremendous a cost for 
victory and national safety that they 
will not countenance internal fac- 
tional or class struggles which might 
imperil what hag been won. Has the 
flame of war burned away ‘most’ of 
the dross in the United. States, or is 
the gold of our patriotism still de- 
based by an alloy of selfishness?”

> remodeling the old Dominion ‘Lands 
“office building as a post office. 

If thig idea is allowed to be car- 
ried out it will be the greatest out- 
‘rage ever perpetrated on the people 
“of Red Deer. 

o It will be remembered that some 
of our citizens committed them- 

~Spelves to this scheme some time ago, 

“because they thought the war would 
last for years. The writer at that time 
strongly opposed the idea, claiming 
that not a single dollar would be 
spent on public works until the war 

- was ended, and that the government 
might wait, and instead of giving us 
the new post office promised us, and 
for which plang were drawn up and 
a $30,000 appropriation passed by 
parliament, they might try to palm 
off this old make chift building, which 
would hardly accommodate the grow- 
ing ‘business of the Red Deer office, 
and would be far too small four years 
hence. 

That is just what has happened. 

On Monday evening the Board of 
Trade voted unanimously for a new 
post office, and gent a strongly word- 
ed resolution to the government on 
the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Calder said only a few 
days ago that this was to be a great 
period of reconstruction. He _ said 
that all public buildings and public 
works arranged for before the war, 
and laid over because of the war, 
were.going to be carried out now. 

Red Deer expects that these prom- 
iseg will be fulfilled. 

She expects the government to 
carry out its pledges. Four thous- 
and young men of all classes of work- 

~men will come back to Red Deer 
district almost at once, and it is the 
duty of the government to help us 
to provide work for them. A new 
post office would be a good $start. 
Our brick yard could provide the 
brick, and our lumber yards the mat- 
erial, and they would all want men. 

The claim ig made that the old 
Lands office should not be allowed 
to stand idle, and we agree with that 
contention. 

The government closed the Domin- 
jon Lands agency here when they 
could absolutely have run it with the 
same staff they have doing the work 
now in Calgary, Edmonton and Red 
Deer, and the citizens of thig dis- 
trict have been put to the greatest 
trouble by the closing of the office, 
and the city materially suffered. 

A sub-agency wag opened here, 
and the government’ should have 
given the agent, R.C.P. Gee, a room 
in the Land office building for an 
Office, instead of that, although he 
got a salary of only $75 a month, he 
hag to rent his own office, heat it and 
light it himself. This seems absurd. 

Then the Dominion government 
has made Red Deer one of the points 
at which a labor bureau will be es- 
tablished in a few days, and an 
office will have to ke provided for 
that gentleman. What better placa 
than the building owned by the Dom- 
inion government? 

We contend every part of the old 
Lands offiry building could be used 
by Dominion officials in Red Deer, 
and that is what it should be used 
for insteai of making them hurt all 
over the city for quarters, and gu to 
the expense of converting an old 
huilding into a post office that will 
be entirely inadequate for the re- 
quiremen!s for which it was fixed up 
in a very few years. --

But time 
has changed all that. Nothing’ is 
more becoming to the great republic’ 
than the modest appraisal which its 
presg and people set upon ~ their 
splendid war efforts, and no recent 
utterance from President Wilson was 
tinged with more restraint and dig- 
nity than was manifested in hig re- 
cent address to Congress when he 
said: 

“It was the privilege of our people 
to enter it (the war) at its most 
critical juncture and in such force as 
to contribute, in a way of which we 
are deeply proud, to the great’ re- 
sult.” 

This is indeed a modest estimate 
of the magnificent achievement of 
the United States in the war, Into 
every department of military and in- 
dustrial activity the American peo- 
ple have thrown themselves with 
singular devotion since the great de- 
cision was taken. And there is: no 
discounting the fact that, in the cir- 
cumstances created by the collapse 
of Russia after the revolution, the 
war must have been long, tedious 


and exhausting to the last degree|. 


but for the intervention of the Unit- 


ed States and the wholehearted na-|. 


ture of their co-operation. 

When hostilities ceased the United 
States army had already a_ total 
strength of 3,764,677 men, of whom 
2,200,000 had gone across to France 
Italy or Russia. That in itself is a 
remarkable record. But the work 
actually performed by the American 
troops in France, from their first 
notable victory at Chateau-Thierry 
until they entered Sedan- and sealed 
the fate of the German armies, was 
oa kinl to justify the American 
people in feeling the utmost pride in 
their citizen soldiery. 

In keeping with the fine sentiment: 
expressed by the President is the’ 
‘one displayed by many of the ‘lead- 
ng American papers in discussing 
the situation now confronting the 
people of the United States. The fol- 
towing editorial from a recent issue 
of the Idaho Statesman is typical-of 
thig viewpoint. The-Statesman says: 

“How are the American people 
going to face the new day?” . 

“The United States ig now in the 
position. of a victor. without having 
won the war, without having earned’ 
victory and peace as England and 
France, Italy and Belgium have 
earned those things. Russia, too, 
has earned peace, and that eventual 
resurrection that will bring her back 
to law and order and a conscious 
national existence. Germany, per- 
haps, has bled and suffered enough 
to teach her that regeneration is es- 
sential to re-admission into the fam- 
ily of nations. 

“The United States alone of all of 
the great nations involved in the war 
has escaped without great sufferings 
or great losses. Things too easily 
attained are never valued as greatly 
as those which have cost long months 
or years of toil and effort, sacrifice 
and suffering. 

“General Pershing and other Amer- 
ican generals in France have repeat- 
edly urged the American people not 
to embarrass the men in our army 
and navy by over-boastfulness. They 
have pointed out that we are to en- 
joy a safety and a peace attained, 
in great part, by the millions of our 
allies who suffered and died during, 
the yearg when we maintained an at- 
titude of cold neutrality. 


“Our soldiers and sailors, and the| - 


mothers of our soldiers and sailors, 
have known what war really means, 
but to millions of Americang the war 
hag brought fat profits and fat pay 
checkg instead of suffering and sac- 
rifice, 

A difficult day is at hand—a day 
of re-adjustment and re- arrangement 
that will bring many _ serious pro- 
blems to the fore. The peoples of 
the nations that have been our allies 
have paid so tremendous a cost for 
victory and national safety that they 
will not countenance internal fac- 
tional or class struggles which might 
imperil what hag been won. Has the 
flame of war burned away ‘most’ ‘of 
the dross in the United. States, or is 
the gold of our patriotism still de- 
based by an alloy of selfishness?”

|. Londoners. who. remember. “‘Mafe- 


king Night,” May 18, 1900, have al- 
ways said that whatever happened 
in this’ world, there could: never be 
another. Mafeking. They... recanted 
that contention on the day the Ger- 
man armistice was signed) ‘'Mafe- 
king Day’: celebrated a little speck 
event. in . world, history; Monday 
(Nov. 11) wag world history come to 
its cosmic climax. : 

' And yet, though London scenes of 
Armistice Day in-many ways recalled 


1 jand .surpassed-those of Mafeking 
%.| Day, “they were different. When 


London went delirious in the Boer 
‘War, all ages took part in the carni- 
val. On Armistice Day the middle- 
aged and the old walked silently, 
wrapped in silent joy, incommunic- 
able reveries, in a transfiguration of 
thankfulnesg~ and relief. 

The soldiers and the munition girls 
made the carnival while London 
watched -them. From a __ thousand 
factories the girls poured ‘out, on 
thousands of lorries they swept the 


|Strand. They. made caps for their 


heads with Union Jacks; they used 
flag pins for hat pins; they berib- 
boned themselves with bunting. They 


-\piled their lorries with pyramids of 


human beings. They caught up sold- 
jers from the crowds and packed 
them into space thrice packed. They 
snatched the. soldiers’ caps and wore 
them and thrust their own caps on 
the soldiers’ heads. Thousands of 
them marched in processions, linked 
arm in. arm with soldiers. Not a 
unit in those long sarabandg who was 
not either a warrior or a shell-maker. 


30 ON A TAXICAB, 


Girls, girls, girls; soldiers, soldiers 
soldiers. A soldier marching along 
with 30 girls. Thirty soldiers march- 
ing along with one girl, Sometfmes 
&@ march of soldiers only, who seized 
passing officers and made them lead 
them. Sometimes a band of little 
boys, drumming’on tin cans, led by 
a soldier. During the midday delir- 
ium of the Strand a major led one of 
the- boys’. bands. Other soldiers 
packed the tops of omnibuses' and 
aada wild tattoos with their canes 
on the metal advertisement boards. 
In Trafalgar Square (where the foun- 
tains played again after four years) 
soldiers were hanging, Mke swarm- 
ing bees, on the tops of the high 
Mastg of the street lamps. 

On Mafeking night we thought it 
marvellous -when we saw five people 
perched on the. top of a hansom cab. 
There were thirty and more people— 
soldiers and girlg again—perched’ on 
every taxicab yesterday. On Mafe- 
king night the demonstrators stopped 

traffic. Yesterday the demonstra- 
tors were the traffic. The age of 
petrol has come since Mafeking 
night, and it quickened and madden- 
ed the scene. On Mafeking night 
we were jammed in the streets; yes- 
terday our revel tore through the 
streets in a flying gala. The human 
voice predominated on Mafeking 
night; the motor horn ruled the dis- 
cord yesterday. And to the blasts of 
the horng were added the constant 
crash of detonators, ringing of big 
handbells,the whoop of mouth sirens. 
All over London flocks ‘of frightened 
pigeons ‘wheeled and fluttered. And 
from every high office building fiut- 
ered, huge flaked, a confetti of torn 
paper. 

The rain came in mid-afternoon, 
but rain, which has always _hereto- 
fore cooled and dispersed human 
crowds, could not disperse that as- 
tounding multitude that, by universal 
accord, had made the Strand Lon- 
don’g festal High-street. 


A KING’S ESCORT OF LOVE. 


~ And the climax of the revelry of 
the day that lulled but little before 


the revelry of the night was the 


passing of the King and Queen 
through the streets. Without escort 
save for two mounted policemen, 
they drove through their delirious 
people—the King and Queen who, 
when thrones are tottering and fal- 
ling like autumn leaves, can ride with 
only the escort of a people's love. A 
shattering “Huzzah!” rose above the 
wild cheering that never ceased. A 
carriage passed, a woman with a 
face alight with- unutterable happi- 
ness, a tired looking man, the bearer 
for four years of a burden that none 
of his people can guess—and he, too, 
was smiling gravely on the crowd. 
And boys and girls, soldiers and mun- 
ition lasses were running alongside 
of the King and Queen's carriage 
and hanging on to it. 

And in all the joyousness of the 
crowd there was only lighthearted, 
cheerful good humored friendliness 
and good feeling to make a_ back- 
ground for the golemn significance of 
the occasion, and the spectacle of the 
self-ordered jubilant crowds made 
onlookers proud of their country- 
men. 


DELIGHT OF LIGHT. 


It was a great night in London, and 
perhaps its greatest feature was the 
radiance of light. 

Round Trafalgar Square, Leices- 
ter Square, and Piccadilly Circus the 
crowds—vast, unchained and uncon- 
trolled—swept in circles, turning this 
way and that, caught by the sound 
of a band, following a car. covered 
with soldiers, falling into little pro- 
cessions, which formed, paraded, 
broke up again in a happy irrespons- 
ible disorder. 

There was no trace of horse play 
or roughness, nothing of which the 
people could be ashamed. Left to 
their own devices, the soldiers, sail- 
ors, Dominion troops, and munition 
girls, Americans, made right merry 
in a manner that bespoke sheer joy 
and nothing else. They blew horns, 
waved flags, sang and danced. Little

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les,. laughing” and applauding. | -

Then a band of happy girls 
and, boys waving flags, ‘throwing 
squibs and crackers into the _ air, 
Windows werg thrown open. Excit- 
ed men stood looking down upon the 
throng. One opened wide hig arms 
and started a cheer which echoed 
far away down Regent Street and up 
Piccadilly. 


THE KING’S SPEECH.. 


“With you I rejoice and thank God 
for the victory: which the Allied 
Armieg have won and brought hos- 
tilities to an end and peace within 
sight,” said the King, speaking from 
the balcony of Buckingham Palace to 
the joyous demonstrators. The spon- 
taneity with which all classes made 
for the palace wag one of the feat- 
ures of the day. The forecourt was 
thrown open to men and women in 
uniform. 

As Big Ben began to boom eleven 
the huge concourse stood silent. The 
last stroke rang out, and a tremend- 
ous cheer, starting by the palace 
gates, rolled in mighty volume along 
the Mall and outwards until one could 
hear it dying away like echoes from 
the big guns whose silencing it her- 
alded. 

While the guard wag being chang: 
ed, and at other times, the King, in 
admiral’s uniform, and the Queen 
came on to the balcony, which was 
draped in crimson. The Queen car- 
ried a small Union Jack, and both 
made smiling acknowledgment of 
their ovations. ; 

Enthusiasm reached its height just 
after noon. The King and Queen, 
with Princess Mary, the Duke’ of 
Connaught, the Duchess of Argyll, 
and Princesg Patricia, stepped out on 
to the balcony and looked down upon 
such a picture as human eyes had 
never seen before. Across the fore- 
court stretched a double column of 
V.A.D.’3 Wrens, Nurses, and women 


war workers. At one end stood a : 
group of American soldiers with a]: 


huge American flag. At the other a 
group of British soldiers of all ranks 
and from all parts of the Empire. 
Behind many bands. Outside the 
palacg railings dense masses who 
had swarmed up every tree, balus- 
trade, or vehicle. Women perched 
themselves on the Queen Victoria 
memorial. 

First the massed bands played the 
National Anthems of all the Allies, 
giving these in alphabetical order. 
Then the King made, in a loud,. clear 
voice, the speech quoted above. As 
soon as the cheers died away the 
whole concourse, led by the massed 
bands, sang, “Now thank we all our 
God.” The King and Queen joined 
heartily in the hymn. 

Then “Auld Lang Syne.” The 
royal party gave the cue by joining 
hands. People for the moment went 
wild. Daintily clad women seized 
the hands of munitioners in blue 
overalls; soldiers, particularly the 
wounded, never had such a_ hand 
shaking before. Once more the bands 
played the National Anthem, his 


Majesty standing at the salute. Then|- 


more and more cheering. 
THD KING'S DRIVE. 

During the afternoon the King and 
Queen, accompauied by Princess 
Mary (wearing V.A.D. uniform), 
made an extended tour of London 
streets. Their Majesties drove in 
an open carriage with no escort save 
four mounted policemen. 

Word that the King and Queen 
were coming passed rapidly along, 
and as the royal carriage went by at 
little more than walking pace people 
turned from the sidewalks and 
swarmed around it, cheering, waving 
flags, blowing bugles, ringing hand- 
bells, giving vent to their feelings of 
elation in every conceivable way. 

These scenes of enthusiasm which 
began in the Mall continued through- 
out the tour. Passing under the 
Admiralty Arch, theirMajesties drove 
up the Strand, Fleet Street, Ludgate 
Hill, and Queen Victoria Street to 
the Mansion House, thence back by 
way of Holborn, Oxford Street, 
Shaftesbury Avenue and Trafalgar 
Square, and down the Mall to the 
palace again, reaching there shortly 
after five o'clock. 

Their route took them through the 
most crowded and riotously happy 
parts of London. Not a square foot 
of the whole way but wag densely 
packed, not a window but held its 
flag waving, cheering party. So dense 
was the crush, so overflowing the en- 
thusiasm that often the royal car- 
riage could scarcely move. Several 
times it was brought to a standstill 
by the throngs who pressed round 
it, shouting welcomes and endeav- 
ouring to shake hands with the King 
and Queen. 

Their majesties evidently enjoyed 
the experience and heartily acknow- 
ledged the loyal greetings which de- 
luged them from every side. The 
royal tour was one of thg most strik- 
ing occurrences of a wonderful day.
